The meetin.ir will last several 
days, and at it each member will 
mcke report of his achievement* 
durinp the Suninier. President 
Taft it is understood, will dis- 
cuss with the cabinet the main 
features of his forthcoming an- 
nual message to Conurress. 

The White House convention 
should be an unusually interest- 
ing cabinet event, drawing to 
its deliborations members from 
all parts of the country and from 
beyond its confines. Secretary 
of State, Knox, who has been 
spending the warm period at his 
summer home at Valley Forge. 
Pa., will report on the internat- 
ional relations of the United 
States, particularly with refei - 
ence to Nicaragua. 

Secretary of War Dickinson, 
who is now on his way home- 
ward from the Orient, is ex- 
pected to be on hand with an up 
to-date ":port on the Philip- 
pines status as well as on the 
Paoitic Islands posession of the 
Tnited States. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham and Secretary 
Nagel of the Department of 
Cniiinu'rce and Lalinr will report 
their conclusions with resi)ect to 
Alaska, where they have been 
together for some weeks investi- 
gating particulai-l\ the erficacy 
of the land laws for the big teri- 
tory. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacW-a.y: iivA Postmaster 
General Hitchcock will rei)ort on 
the iirospects for the successful 
oiieration of the postal savin^^ 
bank s;.steni. Secretary l!al 
linger will be in the consulta- 
tion with reference to conserva- 
'inn ■Vt.iits and possil'ly in view 
of recent developments in his 
controversy with former Forest- 
er GifTord Pinchot, something 
important may occur affecting 
his future connection with the 
Taft administration. 

As the White House nHOtini;- 
will be but little over a month 
prior to the congressional eleci- 
ioni. it is to be expected that 
the president and the cabinet 
will take into earnest considera- 
tion condition of the campaign 
and do what may seem best to 
promote the election of a Re- 
publican majority in the House. 

The tlefeat <>f Senator Julius 
C. Burrows by Kei)resentative 
Chas. E. Townsend for the term 
in the Senate beginning March 
4th next is one of the most 
notable events of this year's 
()oliticaI mutations. Of the 
seventy-three years of his life 
Mr. Burrows has spent thirty- 
three in Congress, eighteen as a 
member of the House and fif- 
teen as a Senator. His li.'-st i 
term was in the Forty-third Con- j 
press, when James G. Blaine I y®'' 
was Sreaker of the House. He 
has b-.en in Congress contiuous 
ly since 1873, with the except- 
ion of two years he was a lead- 
ing member of the House, serv- 
ing prominently as a member of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
and as Speaker Pro-tempore- 
He came to the Senate in Jan- 
uary, 1895, and has been one of 
the strong members of that 
body, having been for many 
years chairman of the commit- 
tee on Priviledges and Elections 
and a member of the Finance 



would succeed to the chairman- 
ship of the Finance committee 
upon the retirement after next 
March of Senator Aldrich. as 
the Michigan Senator ranks next 
to Aldrich. Next in line of pro- 
motion in order of senority on 
the committee is Senator Pen- 
rose.

I sists of' fourteen members, nine 
I of whom are Republicans and 

i rive credited to the Democrats. 
; Since the last apportionment of 
members Senator Daniel has 
died. After next Mai*ch, when 
there will be another adjustment 
Senate committee im n.liership, 
six other Senators will have 
been eliminated, .Aldrich. Hale 
and Flint by voluntary retire- 
ment and Burrows by defeat on 
the Republican side and Money 
by ▼oluntary retirement and 
Taliafern- by defeat on the De- 
mocratid side. The remaining 
members in the order of seni- 
ority will be Penrose. Cullom. 
Lodge. McCumber and Smoot. 
Republicans, and Baily and Sim- 
mons. Democrats.

fm M. JAMES IS 
SUES STATEMENT 



Otfk Not SpMdnr. 
LOUBVIUB HERALD. 



Congressman Ollie M. James, 
who is a member of the Ballin- 
ffer Investigation Committee, is 
out in a scorchinpr statement in 
reply to the report issued l)y 
' Senator Knute Nelson, of Minne- 
sota, Chairman of the Investi- 
gating Committee, issued Tues- 
day at Chicago. Mr. James de- 
clares that the members of the 
committee favorable to Hallin^jer 
are afraid to make public their 
report until after the November 
election. He says that he is 
satisfied that the report by Sena- 
tor Nelson and his colleagues will 
be a whitewash for Secretary 
Rallin^er and for the reason 
they fear to make it public until 
after the election. 

MUCH WROUGHT UP. 

Mr. James arrived in Louis- 
ville this afternoon from his 
home at Marion. He had just 
finished readinpr the statement 
issued by Senator Nelson and the 
big Congressman was consider- 
ably wrought up to say the least. 
It was after he had finished the 
Nelson statement that Mr. James 
got busy and Rave to the pre.>js a 
statement in which he holds up 
the Republican members of the 
Investigating Committee to ridi 
cule and also charges them with 
political cowardice. 

The statement is printed below 
DIDN'T WANT TO REPORT. 

The report issued by Senator 
Nelson and his colleagues yes 
terday in Chicago is only positive 
proof of what we say demon 
strated at Minneapolis, and that 
is that they did not desire to 
make a report upon the Ballin- 
Kcr case until after tht election 
Their attempt to prevent ; 
report was restored to by break 
in^ the ciuorum. Senator Root 
arrived in New York on the 6th 
of this month. The committee 
did not meet until the 9th to pass 
upon the reports. He could 
easily have been in Minneapols 
if he had so desired. 

Senator Flint stated to the 
committee positively that he 
would not be present. This 
statement was made when we 
adjourned in Washington in June 
to meet in Minneapolis on the 
6th. Representative Olmstead 
was in Maine making Republican 
speeches. Of course, he thought 
this was more important than 
atteadin^ to his offical duties. 
He nii^ht plead, however, in 
mitigation of his absense to the 
minority, the result of the Maine 
•lection. 

RK-^VDY FOR BUSINESS. 

Representative Denby was ab- 
sent engaged in attempting to 
defeat an Insurgent for the Sen- 
ate, in which he was likewise 
unsuccessful. The rest of us 
were there; five of us were 
ready to do business. We ad- 
journed five days waiting for the 
others. We had a duty to per- 
form, and we performed it. The 
statement made by the gentle- 
men that the meeting called for 
September 5th in Minneapolis 
was for the purpose of consider- 
ing and discussing what the re- 
port to be made three months 
thereafter should be, is far 
aside from the truth. It was 
specifically agreed when we ad- 
journed in Washington to meet 
in Minneapolis on September 5th 
that it was for the purpose of 
making up our report Md giving 
it to the public. 

Representative McCall, of 
MaiMehuietts, was the <»ly 
member of the committee who 
protested against the agreement 
to make the report public. The 
gentlemen now ara etippped to 
urge that we were meeting in 
HinneapoUs for thejiuiikose of 



making up a report which wa3 
not to be given to the public 
until Congress assembled. If 
this statemQDt be true, what did 
we go to far away Mmneapolis 
at great expense to the tax 
payers for the purpose of doing 
that which we could have done 
in Washington without any ex- 
pense at all? 

NO ONE FOOLED. 

Such a diatribe as issued by 

the gentleman cannot fool any 
one. We owed it to the people 
to give this report to them. If 
Secretary Ballinger is innocent 
of the charpres preferred these 
gentlemen ought to have the 
courage to say so and not allow 
him to rest under a cloud until 
after the election or until Con- 
gress assembles, and upon the 
other hand, if Mr. Ballinger, as 
trustee and gardian of many 
millions of people's property, 
was an unsafe ofl^cial and un- 
faithful to the people the quicker 
it was given to the public the 
better. 

The fact that an election 

would be held in two months 
might 1)6 urged as a poltical ex 
cuse but neither a patriotic nor 

an official reason. From the 
temper of the article issued by 
the gentlemen, I am fixed in the 
firm belief that they will not re- 
port until after the election, and 
the report which they will very 
much wish to be forgotten before 
another election. 

IN TOUCH WITH COLI-D.ACUKS. 

Mr. James will be in Louisville 
several days, but he is keeping 
in touch with his colleujrues on 
the committee who are unfavor- 
able to Ballinger. Mr. James 
insists that the original action of 
the committee when the Demo- 
cratic members, with the aid of 
an "Insurgent" Republican, 
adopted a resolution severel\' 
censuring Mr. Ballinger, is legal. 
He says that the action of the 
committee at that time was 
regular and that it will be ac- 
cepted by the American people. 

"The result of the election in 
Maine and the State primaries 
in Washington and elsewhere go 
to prove that the American 
people are done with this admin 
istration," said Mr. James 
■ 'Ballinger has been repudiated 
in his own State, where Repre 
sentative Poindexter. an 'Insur 
gent,' was nominated by a 
majority exceeding 40,000." 
PREVAIL EVERYWHEKE 

"The same conditions prevail 
everywhere," Mr. James contin- 
ued. "The people will again 
come into their own. The next 
House, of Representatives will be 
Democratic beyond all question, 
and such measures will be en- 
acted that the Democrats will be 
returned to power in 1912, when 
we will elect a President and 
control both branches of Con- 
gress. This year, however, we 
will gain a few Senators, elect a 
majority of the members of the 
House of Representatives and 
install Champ Clark as Speaker. 
Mr. Clark's election is certain 
and he will be installed without 
opposition."

This tlie only de- 
siral)le features of the " "admin- 
istration bill"— was eliminated 
by > Oil and voui- fi'iends. 

Vou say that the railroads of 
the United States are capitalized 
at seventeen billions and that 
you have n(»t luard it claimed 
that they represent an actual in- 
vestment of over eight billions; 
that the remainder nine billions 
rei)resents money earned hy the 
railroads ("extorted from the 
people" is your way of express- 
ing it) and invested in the prop- 
erties. Also, that in ten years 
(you do not aay what ten years) 
the railroada issued securities of 
the face value of three and a 
half billions, without the invest- 
ment of a single penny of origi- 
nal capital. 
FICURES ARK DISITTED 
If you had cared to make a 
fair statement instead of an in- 
flammatory and iiartisan speech 
>ou would have stated that of 
the seventeen billions of nominal 
caititalization only thirteen and 
a lialf billit)ns is in the handb of 
the public: you would have 
stated that substantially 20 per 
cent, of this capitalization paid 
no return and that the entire re- 
turn on outstanding capital was 
5-;;.'). liKi per cent. These figures 
were just as readily obtainable 
from the report of the inter- 
state commerce commisaion as 
those you selected for your jiur- 
poses if you had cared to tell 
the whole truth. I do not think 
it A . iild be possible to ascertain 
at this date just how much 
"original investment" has gone 
into our railroads. Millions on 
millions have tieen l-.-Ht sight of; 
millions wiped out by loreclose- 
ure. Yet I am willing to ven-i 
ture my opinion againat yours 
that this "original investment" 
far exceeds the eight billions you 
allow, but even if we admit this 
distorted view thje earnings 
were less than lU per cent on 
this eight billiona. 

We know (and yuu know . be- 
cause vou have admitted' that 
the existing capita! probably doei 
not exceed the cost of repro- 
duction. Your idea therefore 
seems to be iliat the railroads 
alone of all the industries of the 
country are not to be permittetl 
to share in the country's prus- 
l>eriiy and growth, though they 
have been the chief meana of 
creating it: that those who 
risked their money in raili'oad 
securities in the early days are 
entitled to no profits 
simple interest: that aliluiugh 
the Kansas farmer has seen his 



ly, you believe everything that 
is earned ahould be paid out in 

interest and dividends because 
any earnings that are put into 
the property are, according to 
your the<Nry. not to be reckoned 

with as giving additional value. 

All • the moneys heretofore 
earned have been earned in ac- 
cordiance with the laws of the 
land the money clearly belongs 
to the owners of the property: 
they could have paid it to them 
selves in dividends had they so 
desired; if, instead of so doing, 
they decided to re-inveat It in 
the property; taking securities 
in return, you propose to con 
fiscate it. Yet you are " not op- 
posed to the railroada." 

I should like your authority 
for the statement that in any 
ten years of the life of thiscoun 
try the rail roads have issued 
.$3.51)0,000.000. of securities 
for betterments and extensions 
representing no actual cash out- 
lay. The vagueness of the state 
ment makes il impossible to re- 
fute it by actual figures, though 
I know it is untrue. A very little 
study of the facts would satisfy 
you that there are few indus- 
tries in the United States that 
have received as small returns 
in the last twenty years as the 
railrt>ads. whether figured on 
present value or on your allured 
actual cost. Tliere are a few 
conspiciuus examples of pros 
perity due to favorable locations 
and rapid development just as 
such cases will l)e found in al 
kinds of business, but you can 
not legiaktte for these alone. 
FOR FAIR REGULATION 
It is a truism that the coun 
try cannot prosper anleaa the 
railroads are prosperous, yei it 
seems necessary to remind you 
of it. Not a day passes that 
we are not called on (in Kan 
sas. for in>t;ince) to spend mon 
ey for which we know we still 
get no return^ We are asked 
U) pave streets, to elevate 
tracks, to l)'-ild new sta!;ions and 
a thousand and one other things 
that add nothing to our revenue, 
hut which arc demanded bv the 
public safety and convenieiwe. 
Most of these things sftould be 
paid for out of earnings but 
what if the earnings do not p«r- 
■dk? 

I am no fee to railwqr regtiJa- 

tion on the contrary, F havi* al- 
ways favon^d it— but tiius far it 
has not been undertaken with> a 
Judicial apirrt. The suliject has 
l>een approached upon rhe th^-ory 
dvdt the railroads were mule- 
faetors. and* the regulation has 
taken the form of persecution, 
with Senator Cummias and his 
friends as>- chief persecotibn. 
You have at last sacceeded in 
placing thf entii-e aesponsihility 
for railroad earnings upon the 
shoulders, of the seven nMii<eom- 
ix)singthe interstate ccannrierce 
commission, plus the railway 
commission of fdrty-ftve states* 
more or less; you kaveaocceeded 
in dejirfving the owner of the 
properties of any cocsiderable 
voice in their maMgement. 
while accepting no re.^iponeibility 
as to results. Yet you and 
those who vote with you. will 
ultimately be held responsible if 
bevond ^^'^ conditions you havo brought 
about are not satisiactory to the 
public, as tfiey eertainly cannot 
be. Do not misunderstand —

Prospects Good for one of the 
Best Crops in both Yield 
and Quailty. 



Good niembers. at l§ their 
middle^t-So)itomber habit, are 

asking mr daily: 

"What will be the commit- 
tee's price on the 1910 crop?" 

"I don't know," I answer. 
"The district committee has 
held only one meetint?. At that 
September 8rd meeting matters 
of more pressinfr importance 
than naming a price for the 
1910 crop were up for considera- 
tion. The books were ordered 
closed by October 1. The com- 
mittee will meet again a few days 
thereafter, if not before. The 
committee will come into poses- 
sion of information not available 
before October 1. Meanwhile 
every member of that commit- 
tee is daily conferring with 
members regarding the quantity 
and quality of the crop, and also 
consultin<r members on this 
question of price. The Hopkins 
county committeeman is in con- 
sultation with the members resi- 
dent in that county. And so in 
the other counties. Every sin- 
gle one of the committee will 
tnke it us a favor if only mem- 
bers will, in person or by letter, 
tender their views on tnis sub- 
ject of price, or on any other 
subject for the good of the As- 
sociation. " 

* 'The m ambers of the distric t 
committer." I continue. ' 'ai-e 
sober, serious, practical farmers 
of wide experience. Three of 
the committee are ai little the 
rise of >-i\ty. The otlier two, 
while n n so oM in years, vv ill 
avera)fe do to !H at e.xaminatiop 
time ill that same class. A com- 
mittee a'jfain-' which no taint of 
exortion in prices will ever be 
ciiai';red: a committee as rii tn as 
lair: a i-ommittee that will. 
t^v delibjrution and conference, 
name a price for the 1910 crop, 
and then, sale, or no sale, confi- 
dently! (jok to members for un- 
animons su|)port." 

And the composite re|)ly of 
i^iembers to the foregoing may 
be worded like this; 

"You should assure the com- 
mittee of thp loyal support of 
Henderson county members in 
this matter of price-making. 
We in jrreater degree than ever 
before, will endorse the acts of 
the committee and uphold its 
hands. Let the committee, in- 
formed of all the surrouiulinjfs, 
name a remunerative jtrice for 
the IDIU crop, and then, come 
weal or woe, let the rank and 
^file of inenibers close ranks right 
behind the leaders." 

"If only members all over the 
district manifest the same spirit 
and courajre, " I conchide, "it is 
as good as settled that members 
will realise a remunerative price 
for the 1910 crop." 

EXTRA GOOD QUALITY. 

It is the business of the dis- 
trict committee and the officers 
of the association to investigate 
all the facts relating to the 1910 
crop. Together this knowledge 
systematic investigations are 
pushed in every county of the 
district by canvassers for pledges 
by county committeemen and 
volunteer members of the asso- 
ciation. To illustrate; Manager 
Elliott has made a number of 
trips by auto through Union 
county and Henderson county 
for the express purpose of siz- 
ing up the crop. He has been 
through Hopkins, Webster and 
Qrittenden right recently gath- 
' 'Wing data. 

He sums up tho results like 
this; "In point of quaUty— aver- 
age quality -the 1910 crop is the 
best for years. With no mishap 
in the next three weeks to the 
late cutting, the association will 
offer a crop of very Ugh aver- 
aige quality. And the peretnt- 



age of low grade and indifferent 
tobacco will be smaller than for 
several years. And we'll have 
more hred tobacco than foi' 
several years, and that alone in- 
sures quality." 

Confirmatory of the fore^roinjr 
estimate is the following from 
the MoiganAeld Sun: 

TOBATCf) CROP ONE OF THE BEST 
EVER RAISED IN THE COUNTY 

Mr. H. T. Dean and Road Su- 
pervisor, Hiickman were in the 
city yesterday and both agreed 
that the 1910 crop of tobacco was 
one of the best ever raised in 
Union county. "I have beer, 
over a great deal of the coun- 
try," said Mr. Buckman, "and 
practically all of the crop has 
been cut. The acreage Is small- 
er than usual, but the quality is 
fine." 

"Practically ail of the tobacco 
raised in the county this year," 
said Mr. Dean, "has been 
pooled. I have not been over 
all the country, but nearly all 
the farmers I have talked with 
say they are going to fire their 
tobacco. There will he much 
more fired tobacco this year. I 
think, than usual. This meant 
better prices and will enable the 
association to dispose of thecrop 
more readily."

A H8USE BUILT OF < 
LUMBEIFIOM ONE TREE 



fourteen-room, two-story-and 
a-half house, built entirely of 
the lumber from a single tree, 
was recently finished at Elma, 
Wash. 

The tree, according to The 
Pathfinder, was a giant Duglas 
fir. It was marvelous straight, 
and when scaled was found to 
contain 40.000 feet of service- 
able lumber. 

The tree was cut into six logs, 
the first or butt being twenty- 
eight feet in length. Inside the 
bark the stump measured seven 
feet and nine inches in diameter. 
The distance to the first limb of 
this tree was 100 feet, and 
the total height of tHt tree was 
over 300 feet.
